tion of the air has alv 
borne something of the romantic . 
about it, due probably to the eatly 
effect of the wonders of the Arabian 
Nights upon childish imaginations. 
In reality there is nothing more to 
wonder at in the seience of acronautics 
than in that of navigation. Both 
depend on knowledge” of nature's 
Jaws, the great difference being that 
while we have a firm grip of the one 
the other is still something of a 
will-o’-the-wisp, which, however, we 
are pursuing in two distinct ways. 

Man in this, as in so many other 
prtsuits, exhibits his opposing poles 
of thought. One school bases all its 
effort on the belief that success can 
only follow experiments with sub- 
stances lighter than the air. Ina word, 
r goml is a successfui balloon of 
» surt or other, The other—there 
are really only two—hopes to solve 
problem by the employment of 
i x than the air. Their 
type is the living bird, which with the 
vfits wings soars at will, bearing 
fully many pounds in’ weight. 

em, known as aviation, de- 
pends on aeroplanes and sueh-like 
contrivances, worked by motors which 
the planes must lift. 
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‘For the present France and Ger- 
many represent the two opposing 
systems. In the Zeppelin airship, 
now in course of construction in the 
Boden See, buoyancy is to be main- 
tained and regulated by means of gas. 
Professor Dewar's success in liquify- 
ing and even in solidifying hydrogen 
may in the future have much effect 
in the solution of this very difficult 
problem. In size the Zeppelin air- 
ship will be immense. She is to be 
driven by a 15-horsepower steam- 
engine, which will propel two pairs 
of four-bladed screws at an estimated 
rate of 20 miles an hour in calm 
weather. She is being constructed, 
of aluminium, and is cylindrical in 
shape. 

The French experiments are with 
an “Avion.” Aeroplanes consisting 
of great wings of gauze and silk are 
to supply the lifting power, while 
propulsion is to be secured by means 
of two fan propellers, the whole to be 
worked “by a steam engine of great 
weight and power for its size.” 

Even under the ordinary circum- 
stances of peace and prosperity, 
international goodwill, and friendly 
feeling, such experiments would be 
watched with great interest from all 
parts of the earth, With a great 
war going on, with angry feelings 
roused on both sides, with Anglo- 
phobia rampant, and bloodthirsty 
aspirations openly avowed, any success 
would become a matter of world- 
wide talk on the instant. Where 
would the fleets of the greatest sea- 
power be if squadrons of aerial 
messengers could soar over them and 
drop annihilating bombs from in- 
accessible heights? What would 
become of fortified cities, of capitals, 
of docks, of arsenalstand the whole 
present substratum of power? Until 
rival forees could meet amongst the 
clouds war would be at an end, and 
the ruler of the air might become 
the master of the universe. 

‘There is still an clement of romance 
in the subject. But for all practical 
purposes we have as yet got no fu 
ther than the captive balloon which 
has done good service in South Africa. 
Reconnaissance, observation of the 
enemy’s movements and positions, 
signalling, and such other aids to 
knowledge it has well supplied. The 
secretive Boer must have viewed with, 
mich chagrin the rounded globe with 
its argus eyes looking down upon his 
laager, counting his men, his horses, 
and his guns, How many slily con- 
trived plots were thus discovered we 
shall not know until the war is over. 
But when hills no longer afford a 
cover, nor earthern mounds a screen, 
it is plain there may be near-at hand 
an entire revolution in the art of 
making war. 

Topographical work may be done 
from balloons which could not be 
otherwise attempted. Instantaneous 
and telemetric photography will 
transfer in the twinkling of an eye a 





' 





-eye view of a whole position, 
showing its strength and its weak- 
ness. Against attack from above 
there are two defences, and two only— 
counter attack, which means battles 
in the air, and overhead protection 
on a large scale. 

Fortunately the world is free for 
five years at least from the threat 
of this new infliction, for in the final 
act embodying the results of the 
great Peace Conference from which 
the Czar hoped so much, and the rest 
of the world so little, there is a 
declaration signed by Belgium, 
Denmark, Spain, the United States 
of America, Mexico, France, Greece, 
Montenegro, the Netherlands, Persia, 
Portugal, Roumania, Bulgaria, and 
Turkey, to the effect that the throw- 
ing of explosives and projectiles 
from balloons or by other analogous 
means is prohibited. 

It will be noticed that amongst 
the signatories there are but two of. 
the great European Powers. Neither 
Great Britain, Germany, Austria, 
nor Italy appears on the list. Yet 
we believe that our statement that 
the world has for at least five years 
spoken against actual warfare from 
above may stand. There were 
countries who did not sign the agre 
ment abolishing privateering. Spain 
and the United States were amongst 
them. Yet neither resorted to such 
questionable aid when the tug-of-war 
came. The public opinion of the 
world, when based onhumanitarianism 
and not on interest, still has weight. 

Five years is, however, too short 
a period for much congratulation. 
More than that will be needed for 
experimental purposes. What then? 
Will the prohibition be renewed, or 
will the air be left to him who can 
conquer it ? 

‘e are on the eve of the realisa- 
tion of wide-reaching possibilities. 
From all that can be seen at the 
moment land warfare between equal 
opponents has reached that point be- 
yond which it is next to impossible 
for either side to pass. Naval war- 
fare, too, has possibly attained its 
highest point on the surface in the 
form of ironclads, destroyers, and 
torpedoes. The next advance will

BEFORE THE RATEPAYERS’ 
MEETING. 
12th March. 
From the list of resolutions publish- 
ed it does not seem that to-morrow’s 
meeting will be a very exciting one, 
and while there are topics in the 
Council’s Report for 1899 on which 
many ratepayers are perhaps anxious 
for more light, they will probably 
find this provided in the Chairman’s 
explanatory introductions. The first 
three ‘resolutions to be proposed 
by the Council are absolutely 
formal;. the fourth deals with 
the report and accounts, and the 
prosperity they disclose should un- 
doubtedly assist their passage. 
There are many ratepayers, we know, 
recent correspondence in our 
columns has shown, much and we 
think justly discontented with the 
conclusion that the Council has come 
to in the matter of the long-drawn- 
out Telephone negotiations. ‘The re- 
solution under which the Council 
have acted, No. 4 of the special meet- 
ing on the 17th of October last, is as 
loosely drawn as these resolutions too 
often are, but it probably meant to 
give the Council full power to bring 
the question to an issue. It is under- 
stood that this is done, though we 
do not know that the contract with 
the Mutual Company is actually 
signed; but enough is settled to 
make it too late now to reopen the 
matter. We rely on the directorate 
of the Company to carry out their 
promise to give us as speedily as 
ssible an efficient service. The 
hairman will doubtless explain the 
omission from the Council’s Report of 
any but a casual reference to the 
recent re-assessment of the land in 
the Settlement. 

The fifth resolution provides for 
the assessment of the land in the 
Extension, and there can be no op- 
position to this; even the argu- 
mentative people who have refused 
to pay their taxes while anxious to 
participate in the benefits of muni- 
cipal rule cannot object to having 
their property assessed.

The ninth 
resolution will, we hope, be carried 
without opposition. It is generally 
recognised that Mr. McMurray’s case 
is a hard one, and considering the 
reat value of the Privy Council's 
lecision to the municipality, the 
latter can well afford to pay the 
costs incurred by Mr. McMurray in 
defending the appeal. 

The annual meeting is to be fol- 
lowed by a special meeting called for 
the purpose of adding a By-law to 
the Land Regulations, empowering 
the Council to license and tax Fire 
Insurance Offices in the Settlement. 
We have already expressed our views 
on the way in which this proposition 
should be treated by the ratepayers, 
and we see no reason to iwwuily or 
change the opinions we expressed on 
the 5th instant in this column. 





THE RETURNS OF TRADE 
FOR 1899. 
12th March. 

IN our notice a fortnight ago of the 
Customs Returns for the fourth 
quater of last year we gave the 
igures of the total Customs revenue 
for the past ten years. The first 
art of the Returns of Trade and 
‘vade Reports for 1899, issued on 
Saturday from the Statistical De- 
partment, carries these figures three 
years further back, ie., to 1887, when 
the revenue was Hk. Tis. 20,541,399. 
We may repeat that in 1899 it was 
Hk. Tis. 26,661,460, the previous 
maximum having been in 1891, when 
it was Hk. Tls. 23,518,020. This is 
a very fallacious indication of the 

wth of the foreign trade of China 
in the same period, for its value was 
very nearly twice as great in 1899 
as it was in 1891. The following 
figures showing the annual value of 
the trade are very interesting :—

The Report on the Foreign Trade 
of China for 1899 is again the work 
of Mr. F. E. Taylor, the Statistical 
Secretary, and he is again able to 
write a very cheering account of the 
commercial situation. “The foreign 
trade of China,” he begins, “during 
the year 1899 was characterised by 
an ‘astonishing development, and 
merchants, both foreign and native, 
made handsome profits in almost 
every branch. The political situation, 
although still unsettled, gave rise to 
no immediate fears; exchange re- 
















mained remarkably steady ; the rice 
crop was abundant ; the spring wea- 
ther during the critical period for 
the silk-worms was unusually favour- 
able; and, except for a recrudescence 
of piracy on the West Hiver, there 
were no disturbances to check trade.” 
We have constantly contended that 
the want of means of communication 
is a far greater obstacle to the 
extension of trade than all the inland 
taxation in China, and our conten- 
tion is fully borne out by what Mr. 
Taylor says. It is, of course, unfair 
to the Customs to give Mr. Taylor's 
report in full in our columns, but 
it is quite worthy of the widest re- 
production ; his last year’s report was 
quoted as an authority all over the 
world, and this one promises to be 
made known as widely. After giving 
the figures of the total foreign trade 
of China, he says: “The internal 
trade of the country was also un- 
usually brisk, and the important 
changes which will be brought about 
by the extension of railways have 
already been proved. Newehwang 
and Tientsin have promptly respond 
ed to the stimulus of better means of 
communication, and the trade at 
those ports has leapt forward, al- 
though the former suffered from a 
severe outbreak of plague. It is 
found that immediately trains begin 
to run, districts through which there 
was comparatively little _ traffic, 
such as between Paoting and Peking, 
suddenly commence to hum witl 

life and activity, and there springs 
up a flourishing trade which was 
formerly undreamt of and impossible 
for want of cheap transport. The 
Russian line has been completed as 
far north as Moukden, and the ex- 
traordinary richness of Manchuria 
will soon become evident.” The sec- 
tion of the Lu-Han railway between 
Paoting and Chingting (70 miles) is to 
be opened within six months. There 
are heavy engineering difficulties on | 
the southern part of the line, but 
the rails have been laid for 24 miles 
northwards from Hankow and within 
two years it is hoped that trains will 
be running to Sinyang (105 miles), 
and that the whole line of 720 miles 
will be open in five years. Yingkou, 
the real port of Newchwang, will 
shortly be connected by rail with 
Peking. ‘The other proposed rail- 
ways, owing to the obstruction of the 
authorities, are making very slow 
progress, but we understand that the 
whole of the Peking Syndicate’s 
capital has been subscribed, and 
there is likely to be a sudden and 
important spurt in China as soon as 





the end of the war in South Africa | 
comes in sight. Santuao, a splendid : 
hartour, Nanking, Tsingtao (Kiao- 
chou), and Yochou have been provided ' 
with Custom-houses during the year. ' 
The opening of the last port is 
officially considered the opening of 
Hunan to foreign trade; but the 
‘Custom-houge and port are some riiles * 


from Yochou, and are only nominally 
in Hunan at all. 

The revenue was larger under 
every heading than in 1898, and as 
the value of silver was also higher, 
the Chinese Government may well 
congratulate itself. The year was 
further memorable for the abolition 
of Coast Trade Duty Deposits on the 
Yangtze, after over thirty years’ 
agitation. It is noted that, exclud- 
ing opium, the revenue from imports 
represented an ad valorem duty of 
less than three per cent, instead of the 
five per cent which is supposed to be 
charged. Attention is again drawn 
to the expansion of the import trade 
that may be expected when more 
railways are built. China is natural- 
ly a richer country with a larger, a 
more industrious, and a richer po- 
pulation than India; but at present 
the exports from India are worth 
three times the exports from China. 

‘The import of opium increased by 
twenty per cent and the prices were 
exceedingly remunerative. It is sup- 
posed that this is due to the native 
crop being bad. The trade in cotton 
goods which had been stationary for 
three years jumped from a value of 
Tis. 77,600,000 to Tis. 103,500,000. 
“The feature most worthy of note 
was the continued advance in Ameri- 
can and Japanese goods, the latter 
especially showing very rapid develop- 
ment.” “There was @ great advance, 
too, in fancy cotton goods, which 
come rather under the head of 
luxuries, as there was in such com- 
forts and luxuries as candles, cigars 
and cigarettes, clocks and watches, 
flour, window-glass, lamps, matches, 
needles, perfumery, soap, sugar, and 
umbrellas. . 

The value of the exports of China 
was more than double what it was 
in 1890, and it will go on increasing 
by leaps and bounds as the means of 
communication improve. “ Exports 
are at present checked by price and 
inferior quality—the former due to 
cost of carriage and heavy taxation, 
the latter to adulteration or faulty 
methods of preparation for foreign 
markets... . ‘The complaints made 
by exporters have been laid before 
the Government, and in view of the 
necessity of increasing the export 
trade to meet. expenditure abroad, it 
is to be hoped that steps will be 
taken to teach the people that 
practices which may bring a tem- 
porary profit are opposed to their 
future interests.” This is a lesson 
which still requires impressing on the

tea is slowly reviving, and America 
is taking more green tea. “The tea 
trade is not dead, and the adoption 
of improved methods of cultivation 
and manufacture would soon. make 
China a serious competitor with 
India and Ceylon, especially as the 
closing of the Indian mints has 
resulted in giving China the advan- 
tage in.exchauge.”

Tne death of the venerable John 
Ruskin will have caused many a pang 
in the English-speaking world, for it 
may be doubted if a more’ lovable 
personality appeared in the his- 
tory of English letters, or whether 
























any soul in that noble army ever 
led a life in closer harmony with 
the loftiest ideals. We so recently 





referred to Mr. Ru 
in the disp of his art collection, 
and large private fortine—-he long 
ago resolved to die worth nothing— 
that we need not now recur to it. In 
the unique and delightful Praterita, 
the Master sets forth his early life. 
Born in 1819, the little boy got from 
a somewhat Spartan mother order, 
obedience, faith, and a habit of fixed 
attention hing indeed but the 
angible expression of love: he tells 
us that at the mature age of seven, 
he regarded his parents as he did the 
sun and moun—necessary and benign 
influences, but quite detached from 
his sympathy. At twelve he had 
id the foundations of his future 
le in a consummate knowledge of 
the Bible which he had then read 
through six times. His next birthday 
was epoch-marking, he received 
gift Rogers's Italy, illustrated by the 
mmmortal Turner, whose Homer the 
boy was to become. In 1839 he 
went up to Oxford where he took 
the Newdigate for English verse, 
though, like many a genius, he did 
little im the Schools. “At the age of 
twenty-four he published Vol. I of 
the Modern’ Painters, and in spite 
of certain crudities which showed the 
novice, at once revealed himself as

critic of the first magnitude. In this 
famous book Ruskin freely assailed 
great and established reputations, 
and impugned nearly all the accepted 
criteria of landscape. He manled 
the Flemish School and hurled his 
philippics at Claude Lorraine, the 
Poussins and Co., with a _vehemence 
herto unknown in art literature. 

The young Oxonlan made heroic 
pleas for truth instead of convention 
in the painter's art; proposed ne 
canons, and wih the cogency of genius 
and conviction showed how ‘l'urner 
and the English landscapists con- 
formed to them. The book wa: 
much a treatise in ethics as in e1 
cism. Every succeeding volume of 
the work showed finer insight, more 
profound analysis, higher” imagin: 
tion and better style: the new critic 
was quickly promoted to the honour 
of being qnoted in the text books 
of the Moral Science men. The 
Seven Lumps of Architecture in 1849, 
and the Stones of Venice in 18: 
treated the builders’ art as the fir 
book had treated that of the painters. 

We might dilate on Ruskin’s pr 
« life were the occasion meet; it 
was simple and noble throughout. 
His talk apart from art, on which it 
seemed inspired, was quiet, unobtru- 
ive and quaint, the efflorescence of 
lively nature. He was wont to say 
that every lady should be “a princess 
and a washerwoman,” and once after 
fine rhapsody on the Alps he remarked 
that the next best thing he saw in 
Switzerland were she dainty white 
sleeves of his tidy little mother. He 
was a child worshipper and child 
worshipped: the best letter of his 
that we ever saw was a manuscript to 
a small boy thanking him for a well- 
drawn horse, though it was run hard 
by his own’ description of another 
ainty epistle addressed to the Mar- 
chioness of Lorne who had gaily 
bantered her “dear Professor” for 
being seen at an Alhambra ballet. He 
was himself a rare draughtsman 
though an indifferent colourist: his 
brilliance as a writer has to some 
extent obscured his ‘personal art : 
some of the plates in the first edition 
of the Painters are marvels of deli- 
cacy and beauty. 

If Ruskin’s ‘great books have a 
fault, it lies in our opinion in wealth 
of detail; one cannot see the forest 
for the trees: in the amplitude of a 
minor point one sometimes fails to 
remember its bearing on the whole, 
The Painters is, we think, his great- 
est and best work: while it will ever 
be invaluable to the reflective reader 
for the world of new ideas it opens up, 
it is largely caviare to the hasty 
man unless he takes the book with 
him to the National Gallery and 
to the Dutch collections in Gros- 
venor House and Dulwich. Most of 
his later and smaller works are 
easy and delightful reading; and, 




















































thanks to Mr. Allen and the wonderful

The Master 
long ago quarrelled with the whole 
world of publishers—* Now Barrabas 
was a publisher ”—and for years his 
works were unprocurable.

of genius. We think the great teach- 





er has been wafted to the stars by 
the light of the Seven Lamps and in 
the effulgence of the Painters. 

Stella said that Swift could write 
well about a broomstick, and Fanny 
Kemble, a good judge, has put it on 
record that Ruskin’s description of a 
lime-heap by the road side is one of 
the best bits of prose in our language. 
Possessing both insight and an un- 
surpassed faculty for literary expres- 
sion, Ruskin had a unique power in 
transfusing beauty, physical and moral, 
into the things of everyday life. 
The petals of a dog rose, a pebble, a 
page of Sir Walter's most slipshod 
prose, the wrack of a flying cloud, 
were taken up, put in the focus of 
genius, and made to convey not 
only artistic information but moral 
and spiritual lessons. There is 
nothing -like it in our literature 
though the German Jean Paul has 
something akin to it in an clephantine 
way, Ruskin truly hears trumpet 
tones in trees, makes books from the 
running brooks, preaches fine sermons 
from (precious) stones and finds good 
in everything except in steam, the 
demoeracy, modern economics and 
the Impressionist school in art. ‘This 
brings us to the limitations of the 
great teacher. 

Vehemence was a strong charac- 
teristic of Ruskin’s genius: he had 
not the calm sanity and Catholic 
tolerance of the supremely great—of 
Shakespeare, of Gocthe. His de- 
merits arose in the excess of mo- 
mentum generated by his virtues, his 
orbit was ever swinging across 
the happy via media of sobricty. 
Early in life he attached himself to 
Catlyle, who wrote to Emerson: “No 
other man in England has in him 
the hatred of iniquity, falseness, and 
baseness that Ruskin has.” One 
might almost say that Ruskin was the 
only contemporary whom the irasci- 
ble old Sage never lampooned. The 
young man followed the old one too 
: ; he became the reviler of Political 
Economy, the apologist of tyranny. 
‘Then like all prophets who too often 
denounce woe to their fellow men he 
occasionally mistook his prejudices 
and dislikes for the divine afflatus, 
and rattled out hocus pocus under 
the delusion that it was inspiration. 
Ruskin’s insight in art and literature 
was profound, bus outside of these 























it was less satisfactory; he nevi 
appreciated the fine humanitarian- 
}ism of his day, and was ever down 
on demos prophesying evil things 
of him. On some subjects he lacked 
the saving grace of sympathy, and 
that superb self-confidence and ego- 
tism, which carried him so far i 
art criticism left him in the realms of 
social science naked but unashamed. 
The ine vutu a poor solvent of 
difficulties like ours: the termagant 
makes a poor show either as \ 

mother, or social seer; we fear Ru: 
illustrates the latter point though we 
nt that his anger had noble origin. 
Even young men will remember how 
far this Rage took him in his memor- 
able castigation of Mr. Whistler, for 
which that eccentric genius took him 
into the Law Courts, and had him 
mulcted in one shilling plus vel 
heavy costs. Ruskin pressed forward 
towards Truth so strenuously that 
he forgot the clusive nature of the 
goddess, Mat. Arnold’ saw more 
clearly than Ruskin: “To try and 
approach truth on one side after 
another, not to persist in pressing 
forward with violence and selt-will— 
only thus may mortals hope to gain 
vision of the mysterious goddes 
whom we shall never see except in 
outline. He who fights impetuously 
towards her in his owi one favoured 
line is destined to run his head

We have lett ourselves little space 
to say anything of style and 
status in our literature. 
style should be, Ruski 
of the man aud hi: 
nothing like it in ish: it ha 
nothing in common with the fine 
verbal mosaic of Stevenson, the vi 
tuosity of Pater, the force and polish- 
ed urbanity of Newman, the virility 
of Froude, the antithetic brilliance of 
Thomas Babington, the illumination- 
by-flash and the epigram of Meredith: 
its charm lies in its ease, simplicity, 
and clearness:it is never magniloquent 
but always clear, limpid, musical, tak- 
ing both the eye and ear of the reader, 
atiecting him like poctry. In fact 
Ruskin’s prose is verse minus mea- 
sure: it has cadence and rhythm and 
is marked by fine assonance. Many 
good judges deem it the noblest 
prose “not only of our time but 
of our language. It will live because 
it is the vehicle of a great subject 
and exalts the mind and emotions 
just as poetry docs. We have often 
thought we saw a curious resemblance 
between the literary status of Rous- 
seau and Rus! Both sought for 
primal truth, both boldly attacked 
conventior id and advocated 
higher id the writings of both 
palpitate with the joy of life: their 
books are alive, their styles perfervid, 
clear, and exquisitely simple. Even 
if the reader keep his balance and 
is not carried away by their veh 
ence, he has the intoxicating effect

AFTER THE RATEPAYERS’ 
* MEETING. 


14th March. 

{Tire Council and the ratepayers must 
be congratulated on the outcome of 
yesterday's meeting.’ Everything they 
! proposed ied, and everything 
| ratepayers proposed and the Council 
did not oppose was carried, nor was 
‘anything unpleasant said about tele- 
| phones—thin ice over which the 
'Chairman of the Council skated 
Hightly. It was on the whole a dull 
; meeting, and the indications in the 
‘ morning were that it would be a long 
one: but the speakers were happily 
more businesslike ‘and less prolix 
in the afternoon, and though nearly 
all the standing orators were heard, 
‘the meeting was got through in 
“reasonable time, and no harm was 
‘done to any of the resolutions either 
by those who supported or those who 
! opposed them. 

‘The first thing that seriously 
checked the even tenour of the chair- 
man's way was a long and very 
Hlabonred speech by Mr. Drummond, 
pointing out the illegality of the 
Council’s action in coliccting taxes 
sidents in the Extension betore 
taxes had been formally autho- 
rised ata ratepayers’ meeting, He 
professed himself entirely ~ disin- 
terested in the matter, and he did 
not seem to question the practical 

























justice of the Couneil’s action; it was 
the principle he objected to. Ifthere 
is one thing that ratepayers dislike 
it 


to be involved in a long 
academic discussion with no 
practical end in view: for though 
Mr. Drummond concluded with an 
amendment to “disallow” the three 
sums collected, illegally by the 
Council, it did not appear that he 
was scriously‘anxious that the money 
collected should be paid back. He 
spoke as the champion of legality in 
the abstract, and ratepayers’ mect- 
ings have little sympathy with ab- 
stract ideas. Mr. Campbell seconded 
his amendment. Mr. Anderson had 
little difficulty in answering Mr. 
Drumuond. He pointed out that 
the Council’s action was supported 
by law as far as regarded the leading 
nationalities here, and he asked if 
the Council should have waited for 
the passing of a budget before taking 
over and administering the Exten- 
sion.’ He quoted the remarks made 
by the former Chairman, Mr. Fearon, 
in June last year, in) which he 
announced the Council’s intention to 





is 
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take over the Extension and collect 
taxes from the Ist of July last, an 
intention to which no-one made any 
objection at the time, or subse- 
quently. He also quoted from a very 
pertinent speech made by Edward 
Cunningham, no mean authority, in 
1863, under somewhat similar cir- 
cumstances. He asked if Mr. Drum- 
mond ‘wanted the taxes paid back. 
The only reason why a portion of 
the land tax had not been collected 
was that the survey was still in- 
complete. At the close of a really 
vigorous speech he reminded Mr. 
Drummond that at the request 
of ratepayers a special Extension 
Budget was issued last year, and 
no objection was made to it. Mr. 
Drummond adhered to his worship 
of abstract legality and objected 
to Mr. Fearon’s remarks as not being 
of any authority. Mr. Anderson 
added’ that it might well be 
held that the Extension of the 
Settlement brought the new area 
within the operation of the budget 
law sed early in 1899. Mr. 
Campbell said that no honourable 
Extension ratepayer would want his 
money back—Mr. Anderson caused 
some laughter by saying that two 
or three had done so—and pro- 
posed to alter the amendment to 
the effect that the obnoxious taxes 
were “ voluntary contributions.” ‘The 
Council would have none of the 
amendment, even amended, and on 
being put to the meeting it was lost 
by a very large majority, and the 
resolution, No. IV, was passed, as 
was No. V, providing for the assess- 
ment of the Extension. 

Resolution VI came on after the 
adjournment and was proposed by 
Mr. Anderson in an extremely well- 
conceived and moderate speech. It 
was promptly opposed by Mr. Nils 
Moller, on the grounds that the 
education of the Chinese is outside 
our province; that there are many 
good private schools already; that 
the scheme would only — benefit 
wealthy Chinese; that there are 
many foreigners in Hongkew who 
find it a hard enough task to 
educate their own children ; and that 
he spoke with the authority of forty 
years’ residence in Shanghai. Mr. 
Drummond's main objection was 
that the middle class here are very 
wealthy; the people requiring help 
are the lowest class, the labourers it 
is they who need education, and 
education diminishes ciime. Dr. 
Muirhead was very glad to see the 
spirit of sympathy among us; the 
Chinese are practically our subjects, 
and as their rulers it is our duty to 
look after their education and help 
the natives round us in every way. 
He spoke with an experience of more 
than fifty years. He added that by 
grants-in-aid we should take advan- 
tage of the work being done by mis- 
sion schools, at which two thousand 
pupils are now being educated. Dr. 








Edkins pointed to thé example of 
Scotland, whose pre-eminence in the 
world, commercial, political, and 
military, was the fruit of her school 
and university system. Our duty 
was to lead the Chinese in the path 
of progress, high and low alike. Mr. 
Campbell had very grave doubts, 








but was in favour of the principle | 3 


and disagreed with all the proposed 
details. Something must be done 
for the poor as well as the well-to-do; 
he would admit to the proposed 
school by examination, the details to 
be left to the Educational Committee. 
Mr. Kingsmill agreed with every- 
thing that had been said, and began 
to read a chapter on primary educa- 
tion from Dr. Arthur Smith’s Village 
Life in China. At this the meeting 
became very impatient, and he 
brought his arguments, which seem- 
ed to be in favour of improved pri- 
mary education, to a close. Mr. 
Anderson expressed the satisfaction 
of the Council at the reception that 
had been given to the resolution. 
The school was not intended for 
wealthy Chinese, but for those too 
poor to pay for the proper education 
of their children; all details, however, 
might be safely left to the Com- 
mittee to be appointed. The resolu- 
tion, No. VI, was carried by a large 
majority. 

The Budget resolution, No. VII, 
was carried nem. con. after it had 
been explained that the Thibet Road 
bridge, which at present has no 
connection at either end, is to have 
approaches made to it. | Mr. Scott 
then brought up Resolution VIII, as 
to the purchase of land for the road 
to the Hills. He was ably supported 
by Mr. Campbell. Mr. Drummond 
suggested a width of forty instead 
of thirty feet, but nobody, noticed 
the suggestion. Mr. Anderson gave 
the arguments pro and con with a 
considerable leaning to the pro side. 
Mr. Campbell pointed out the in- 
consistencies in the arguments on the 
con side, and expressed the great 
obligations we are under in the matter 
to the Comte de Bezaure and the 
French Fathers; and the resolution 
was carried by a large majority. Mr. 
Buchanan's resolution in reference to 
Mr. McMurray’s expenses was also 
carried; and the Special Meeting 
was then held, a large number of 
ratepayers having left, at which 
Mr. Anderson proposed the Bye-law 
authorising the taxation of Fire In- 
surauce Companies. He was an- 
swered by Mr. W. D. Little, who 
made a very brief speech in his 

‘ity as a simple ratepayer, and 
the resolution was lost by a’ very 
large majority. A vote of thanks to 
Mr. Pelham Warren for presiding 
closed the proceedings.

Village Life in China. A Study in 
ociolegy. By Arthur H. Smith, p.v.

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The appearance of a fresh work by the 
author of Chinese Characteristics will be 
eagerly welcomed by every reader of that 
most valuable book, and anticipations will 
be found fully justified. ‘The new book 
displays the same shrewd observation, 
the same keen insight into the hidden 
springs of native character, and the same 
delightfully dry humour which have made 
Chinese Characteristics a standard work. 
There is hardly a statement which can be 
made about the Chinese that is not open to 
contradiction : they are a confused mass of 
inconsistencies. But although they are so 
puzzling as to be almost incomprehensible 
to the Western inind, they are intensely 
interesting for that very reason; and no 
one has done more than the Rev. Arthur 
H. Smith to throw light upon the darkness 
and make them intelligible. It must be 
explained that by Village Life is not moant 
life only in such small agglomerations of 
houses “xs we see around Shanghai, but 
country life generally as opposed to that in 
the latge and important cities, Conse- 
quently the scope of the work is much 
wider than the title may suggest ; since by 
far the majority of the inhabitants of China 
live in such villages as are here intended to 
be understood. The book is divided into 
three parts, the first dealing with The 
Village, its Institutions, Usayes, and Public 
Characters; the second with Village Family 
Life ; and the third discusses the regonera- 
tion of the Chinese village and asks what 
Christiani'y can do for China, 

‘The dest way, and only adequate way, 
of giving an account of this hook would he 
to enumerate the headings of the chapters, 
and to say that each subject has been 
thoroughly treated. We content our- 
selves, however, with noting certain points 
which’ have especially claimed our atten. 
tion. From actual investigation Mr. 
Smith is of opinion that in the plain of 
North China it is reasonable to estimate 
300 persons to the square mile for the 
more sparsely settled districts, and from 
1,000 to 1,500 for the more ‘thickly 
populated regions. ‘The most densely 
populated country in Europe is Belgium, 
with an average of 586 to the square mile, 
From these figures we get a startling idea 
of what the struggle for existence is in this 
undeveloped country, and how marvelously 
law-abiding the people must be to live 
peaceably under such grinding pressure, 

he disregard of personal comfort, sume 
in‘lication of which will be found in every 
chapter, is the next subject which has ex- 
cited our attention. Housesare built, with- 
out any reference to convenience of posi- 
tion, of unsuitable or perishable materials, 
aud are cold in winter, hot in summer, and 
smoky all the year round. There are no 
Proper receptacles for valuables, the only 
closets being made by leaving ‘out a few 
bricks from the wall, and everything is in 
the most hopeless confusion. Roads are 
described as, each of them, simply a forced 
contribution on the part of the owners of 
the land to the general welfare, and as 
there is no earth available for repairs 
their state is deplorable. In districts 
subject to inundation a raised rond which 
could be used at all seasons is a triple 
impossibility; the persons whose land must 
be disturbed ‘would not suffer it; no one 
would lift a finger to do the work, and no 
one would find the materials necossary 
to make the “road permanent. A very 
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characteristic story, which throws a strong 
light on the way the Chinese mind works, 
is tht told on page 46. A missionary 
desirous of repaying the villages for a gif

representation, Mr. Smith has much to 
say about the system of education 
and its results; a system which be- 
numbs the mental faculties, turning 
teachers into machines and pupils into 
parrots, The Chinese have proverb 
that; “He that would know things 
ancient. and modern must peruse five 
cartloads of books,” hut the scholar who 
had nccomplished’ this would still dis- 
play nn ignorance a western schoolboy 
would be ashamed of. It is singular 
that the Chinese show no spirit of ev-opera- 
tion in municipal matters, such as the 
repairing of roads, ete., for they have a 
perfect genius for combination, One would 
expect §0 materialistic n people to be in- 
different in regard to religious obvervances, 
and yet we find associations formed for the 
express purposes of pilgrimage or religi 
rites, It is true that such observances 
rally consi-t principally of « theatrical per- 
formance accompanied by gambling and 
gorging, As an instance of discomfort: may 
he mentioned the prevalence of thieving 
when the cropsare ripe, which is so bad that 
“everybody is obliged ty mount guard 
over everything.” Me. Smith says that 
“hero. the population is densest, the 
extent to which this must he carried 
pusses belief.” ‘To mect this necessity 
in some districts societies for watching 
the crops are formed and tribunals provided 
consisting of representatives of the villages 
concerned, t» take cognisance of offences. 
‘As might have been expected, Mr. sinith 
gives us some interesting details of 
wedding and funeral customs, as well 
as New Year ceremonies. What he tells 
concerning these matters are not the usual 
surface fucts, but things which come home 
to the Chinese, and which foreigners know 
little about. ‘That curious institution, if 
such he may be termed, the village bully, is 
explained, and the weakness of the Govern- 
ment in the fuce of organised bands is made 
plain. ‘The system of self-government, 
and the functions of village haadmen, show 
that the Chinese have the spirit of de- 
moctacy strongly developed, and that publie 
opinion has more weizht than one would be 
inclined to expect. 

‘This review is already so tong that we 
have no space to do adequate justice to the 
interesting chapters on Family Life. ‘The 
position of women is fully treated, and 
evidently leaves very much to be desired. 
On the whole the impression left of the 
book isa sad one, but we hope the author 
perhaps paints with unduly heavy sha- 
dows. He has firm faith in what’ Chi 
tianity will accomplish in ameliorating the 
conditions of life. In conclusion, this 
is a book which everyone who wishes to 
know the Chinese should possess. We 




















































have no hesitation in saying that. read in 
conjunction with Chinese Ch istics, it 
will teach more about this interestin 
people than can be learned in a lifetime 
under ordinary conditions.

PROSPECTING—WHAT NEXT? 


In peaceful times life in the interior, shut 
off from immediate touch with modern 
civilisation, is apt to become dull and mono- 
tonous, We have long been wondering 
why some enterprising Westerner does not, 
avail himself of the righ vigate inland 

prove to the Chinese the pos 
sibility of taking steamers up the Han river. 
If it only could be shown to the native 
merchants that the thing was possible, they 
would go in for it themselves with all their 
might. Last year there was some stir here 
owing to the presence of several engineers 
sent up by the the Peking Syndicate to 
explore the country along the proposed line 
of railway between this place and Shansi. 
From here there was to be & line of steamers 
connecting with Hankow. So the people 
were told, and they seemed to take the 
news with delight. But time passes on 
and nothing more is heard of either 
railroad or steamers, The Chinese are 
asking us why, expecting us to kuow the 
reason, which we do not. 


THE NAVIGATION OF THE HAN, 


It is really worthy of remark ‘that no 
attempt, #0 far as we are aware, has been 
made to open the Han river, these four 
hundred miles between Hankow and Fan- 
cheng, to ateambost trafic. The shifting 
sandbanks would no doubt cause a grest 
deal of difficulty, but with steamers of light 

y three or four feet, navigation 
iy be practicable, at least 
during the greater part of the year. Likin 
regulations might indeed prove to be an 
obstacle, but atill the enterprise would seem 
to be worth the trying. Fanchéng, with 
Laohokou, forty miles up river, is the 
natural outlet for'the commerce of all this 
part of Hupeh and the neighbouring dis- 
trict of Honan, a0 there would be no Jack 
of freight. ‘The chief exports are, of courte, 
agricultural products, espe 
and beans. Another im 
hides—streets and open places bi 
fairly covered with them this winter, the 
big supply being due to a wide- 
aprend disease attacking the cattle, 


FRIENDLY SENTIMENTS.

WUCHANG. 





‘THE IMPERIAL CLAIMANT. 


The great soure of excitement in Wu- 
chang for the Inst few months has been the 
mysterious. Emperor, whose arrival and 
subsequent experiences in this city have 
heen referred to more than once in the 
Varth-China Duily New —'Vhis evening 
i bad some conversation with a more than 
Fusually acute Chinese gentleman when 
Treferred to the spurious Emperor he was 
quite indiguaut and insisted that the poor 
prisoner in the Chianghsia magistrate’s ya- 
maisteally Ue Emperor. Tt will easily be 
believed that the stories one hears about 
this illustrious exptive are somewhat con- 
fctory. When we first heard of him it 
was stated that he came from Chichon. 
Now the story is much more romantic. 









































HIS STORY. 


‘Two years ago, when the Emperor con- 
sulted with the Emprest Dowager about 
the advisability of adopting European 
less, that august lady was very irate and 
upbraided her imperial nephew and Kia 
Yii-wei in no measured terms, In conse: 
‘quence the Emperor gave Keng Ytiewei 
strict orders to flee from Peking; whi 














the 
Empress found he had escaped’ she vented 
her wrath upon the Emperor. He was 
imprisoned in one of the palaces and 
given some harmful potion. In this 
extremity he begged some of the eu- 
nuchs to let him escape; they did so and 
in consequence three of them were 
executed by their enraged mistress, ‘The 
Emperor, sick of life, betook himself to a 
monastery in Szechuan, intending to re- 
nounee for ever all worldly pomp and 
bition. However, he apparently found it 
d to keep his secret, and by degrees his 
history became known to his companions, 
In the course of time he found his way to 
Wuchang and succeeded in making many 
believe that he really the Emperor. 
Amongst others who have visited him and 
are convinced of the truth of his claims is 
the chief of the police force in Hankow. 

‘A few weeks ago he was examined by the 
Wuchang prefect and by him handed over 
to the Chianghsia magistrate. Up to the 
present the highest oilicials have prudently 
avoided meeting or examining him, fearing 
that his claims may prove to be true. ‘The 
prefect is to have treated him with 
marked respect, but the magistrate is a man 
ofsterner mood and has more than once 
had him bea He has now sent in a 
ispatch to the Viceroy in which he states 
that the so-styled Emperor is really an 
arch-traitor of the same gang as Kang 
Yii-wei, that he has numerous friends who 
supply him with money and who are pre- 
ared to support his pretensions with arms, 
‘The magistrate urges the Viceroy to have 
him executed at once before trouble arises, 
[vis said that this dispateh is an invention 
of the magistrate’s. He ordered one of his 
underlings to alter the prisoner's statements, 
but he declined, whereupon the magistrate 
himself did so, 
| Be this how it may, it is certain that the 
| Viceroy is himself going to meet and ex- 
morrow, 
[and has put out a proclamation stating that 
the hears he isa bad character. Nearly all 
the people believe hie is the Emperor. "His 
{ lack of proofs is accounted for by the robbers 
of Szechuan having stolen them, 
others « jade seal. What is cer 
the man knows a little Enslish, he speaks 
with a Pekingese dialect and shows con- 
siderable acquaintance with the court of 
Peking and Kang Yii-wei.

‘TWo POPULAR MANDARINS. 

More thai once we have had oceusion 
to refer to the Chinnghsia magistrate. He 
wna a protégé of the Governor Yii, who has 
the reputation of being an honest and clean- 
anded official. The Governor, however has 
hnow joined the large company who speak 
evil of the magistrate and has denounced 
him to Peking as being proud, and filled 
with all the self-opinionativeness of youth. 

‘Another unpopular mandarinjis the Taotai 
Chii, the head of the Board of Reorganisa- 
tion'in Wuching. Whilst a friend of the 
Viceroy, he has made himself hated by the 
people and, I hear, has now been removed 
from office, 


OFFICIAL CHANGES. 


The Wuchang prefect has been made a 
Taotai and the Hanyang prefect promoted 
to Wuchang. The expected arrival of Li 
Peng-hing, the High Commissioner, is said 
to fill the dishonest officials with drent. 
It is to be hoped his arrival will not dispel 
their anxiety. 

‘THE CHINESE MINISTER LN BRISTOL. 

Some English papers-jus’ received give a 
vory interesting account of the visit of Sir 
Chih Chen Lo Féng-lo to Bristol in 
January. He visited amongst other places 
the Avonmouth Docks, Messrs. Fry and 
Sons’ Chocolate Factory, Messrs. W. D, and 
H. O. Wills's Tobacco Factory, and Messrs. 
Derham’s Boot Factory. He was feasted 
by the Chamber of Commerce and succeeded 
in pleasing all sorts and conditions of 
Bristolians. Some details of his visit will 
be of interest tomany in China, Mrs. 
Little and the Heavenly Foot Society will 
rejoice to hear what he said in the boot 
factory—that he knew that as a_ nation 
England was distinguished by her freedom 
and liberty, 80 they (the Cbinese) were 
going to ndopt not onty the English freedom 
of speech and freedom of the Press and 
freedom of the Government, but freedom of 
the female foot. 

‘the Auti-Opium Society will hear with 
pleasure that he said at the tobacco factory 
that, although he was an exception to the

BETTER DEATH THAN MADNESS, 


So I thought when I visited the Conti. 
nental Gallery a few days ago and saw 25 
paintings done by that. great Hungarian 
painter Munkaesy and heard of his truly 
terrible fate. It will be remembered that 
his last great work, Ecce Homo, when it was 
shown was unfinished. We were told that 
just before its completion the artist had 
suddenly lost his reason and that it was 
ouly by being forcibly held back that he 
was prevented from ruining his work en- 
tirely. ‘The doctors who were called in 
agreed that it was « form of religious mania 
J caused by too much absorption in a work 
of such a painful nature. ‘They prophesied 
speedy recovery, but, alas ! their prognos- 
tications have not beon fulfilled, as poor 
Munkacsy is now far worse and at times 
terribly violent oven in his lucid intervals. 
He has not the least recollection of his art 
and he suffers intensoly. 

‘The present exhibition includes studies 
fortwo of his most celebrated pictures, Christ 
before Pilate and Calvary,also a replica of the 
reat painting on tho ceiling of tho Austrian 
National Art Historical Musoum at Vienna ; 
but more interesting to me were some of 
the smaller works, notably The Recital, 
wherein a young man is telling a most 
exciting tale of adventure to an audience 
of two, presumably a father and daughter. 
"They ‘are listening with rapt attention, 
seated at a table on which are fruit and 
wine. A great feature of the work is the 
beautiful effect of light which comes from a 
window at the back and plays through the 
entire picture with most pleasing effect. 
‘A scone of peasant life in Hungary is li 
wise full of life, as is also The Incorriyible, 
one Goth -among a number of humble 
fiddlers ; it is so realistic that one can 
almost hear the music. An exquisite bit 
of work is the Park Colpach. Just a path, 
with overhanging trees through which tho 
light plays—so little subject, but treated 
in such masterly style and so full of 
harmony that one is forced to regret that 
the artist devoted so little time to land- 
seape painting. Nearly all his works are 
interiors.

THE TAXATION OF FIRE 
INSURANCE COMPANIES. 

j To the Bditor of the 

Hy Nortn-Cara Darty News. 

Sir,—Anent the proposed tax on Fire 
Insurance business, I venture to put before 
your realers some points not previously 
| touched upon in the recent letters on this 
subject published in your columns, 
[Lhe Special Committee of Enquiry 

into the Fire Brigade service appointed at 
| the request of the Fire Insurance Associa. 

tion of Shanghai, which met last year, con- 

sisted of two members of the Municinnt 
Council and two members of the Fire 
Insurance Association “Committee, under 
the presidency of the Chairman of tho 
Municipal Fire Commission. 

‘The recommendation that the Council 
take steps for the acquirement of power to 
license Fire Insurance Offices was passed 
by a majority, say three to two. 

T would here quote extract from the letter 
‘of the Secretary of the Fire Insurance 
| Association addressed to the Municipal 
| Council on the 8th of June last :— 

“The prevalence of fires in the early 
part of this year brought forcibly to the 
notice of the Insurance Companies that 
their rates, which were based on previous 
experience of an adequate fire service, were 
ely to prove inadequate under the alter- 
ed condition of lofty buildings, with which 
the material of the fire brigade could not 
be expected to cope successfully if any- 
| thing like a serious outbreak of fire occur- 

ed. The Insurance Companies were there- 
‘fore confronted by a problem, the solution 
of which lay in accepting one of two alter- 
natives—either the public must he asked to 
| pay more for protection of insurance, or the 
‘wererning hedy must he prepared to afford 
4 ion iv the manner re- 
“coguised by all civilised communition ag 
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being theit duty, namely, by @ thoroughly 
well-equipped Fire Brigade... . . 
The benefit to the public of reasonably 
low insurance rates will not, my Cormittes 
submit, be denied, and in bringing the 
subjéct of the Fire Brigade Equipment to 
the notice of the Couneil and in saying 
their action is in the public interest, my 
Committee feel that they are justified and 
are not asking for the expenditure of public 
money to promote private enterprise.

Apart from the fact that the protection 
afforded by Insurance fosters trade general- 
ly, the commissions on the large amount 
‘of money which goes out of Shanghai help 
to support ® considerable portion of tho 
foreign community, enabling them to 
contribute their share towards the expenses 
of the Municipality ; so that it is not 
correct to say that the Insurance business 
is the only one which contributes notiing 
toward Municipal expenses, 

Insurance Companies are not philan- 
thropic institutions ; their business has to be 
conducted on the same cantious lines which 
are nei 
any trade, 

Rates aro assessed by surround 
ditions and it is for the community to

The Dowayer is ignorant 
of that which constitutes the safety and 
welfare of her own country, and is pluny- 
ing China in ruin, There is a grim humour 
the fact that she is spending thousands 
of taels in preparing her own grave ! 

We ought not to stand idly by and 
behold the execution of our innocent 
friends without making some appeal to 
the warm-hearted, generous sympathy of 
Europeans. Some of the young men who 
have fallen under the ban of the Dowager's 
wrath we have received into our homes ; 
have taught them and encouraged them in 
their search after truth, and we can 
testify that they have always beeu loyal 
to their country.

seems to me, is a general p an for a Public 
School System for the Chinese of these 
Settlements, free to all. ‘The instruction 
should be given wholly in the Chine-e 
Tanguaye and should consist of reading, 
writing, arithmetic, geography, ele 
mentary science, ete., the equivalent, in 
a word, of what is known in England ‘and 
‘America as a common school education. 

‘a. The Chinese living in the Settlements 
have, by reason of the large proportion 
of the taxes they pay, a right to such a 
system of free schools for their children. 

b. Such a system in Shanghai would be 
a grand object lesson to the country at 
lnrge, where a public school system is 
one of the greatest needs of the time. 
. It would serve to extend knowledge 
and enlightenment among the masses and, 
while benefiting them in many ways, 
would, at the same time tend to lessen 
crime and promote good government, as 
is well known to be the case under 
conditions in Western lands. 

3.—If the ratepayers are not prepared 
to enter upon xo extensive an undertaking 
asa Common School system for the Chi- 
heve in these Settlements, thei the next 
best thing, I submit, is a grant-in-aid 
system, such as has ‘worked so well in 
Tndin, “Hongkong, and elsewhere. ‘This 
would do far more’ to stimulate education 
and to sprend its benefits among the ps 
generally than a single school ope 
Under the management of the Municipal 
Council. 

‘4,—As the Municipal Council refuses to 
recommend to the Rutepayers to vote an 
appropriation to sid the Anglo-Chinese 
School under the charge of \ esses, Moule, 
on account of its being a denominational 
insitution, they ought, in all fairness and 
consistency, to refuse to recommend an 
appropristion to the Roman Catholic schools 
in Hongkew and the French Settlement, 
‘hese Nchools are even more prono: 
cedly denominational than Messrs. Mou! 
xchool, and it seems altogether unfair 
to take taxes paid by Protestant. property- 
holders to support a Roman Catholic in- 
stitution whilo refusing to use part of the 
same taxes to support a Protestant institu- 
tion, ‘This item in the Budget ought to 
ho voted out. 

5.—Finally, if the Municipal Council, 
‘or the Ratepayers through them, wish to 
establish a xchool for teaching English to 
the Chinese in these Settlements, there is 
no necessity for appropriating any money 
whatever for it out of the Municipal taxes. 
‘Tho Tls. 30,000 that are to be raised by 
some Chinese for the proposed scheme 
will be sutficient to secure the necessary 
ground and buildings, and if six dollars a 
inonth tuition is charged, instead of the 
three dollars a imonth proposed by Mr. 
Pott, ample funds will be provided ly the 
income from tuition fees to pay the salaries 
of not only the two foreign and fifteen or 
twenty native texchers that will he needed 
for the present scheme, but several more 
teachers, both native and foreizn, could be 
provided for by such an income as would 
he secured from four hundred pupils at 
six dollars a month, 

t, therefore, that the scheme as 
proposed is’ wholly unnecessary and wrong 
in principle and ought to be voted down, 
No further action should he taken now, 
hut let us look forward to the time when 
ral Council and/or the rate- 
will be ready to discuss the 
feasibility of a Common School system for 
Chinese living in the Settlements.

hand. Then a sudden change occurred, 
which those around her were tuo accus- 
tomed to see to be startled or astonished at. 
The Empress Dowaser’s face became 
instantly suffused with smiles, her eyes 
became soft and benevolent and she was 
all kindness and motherly solicitude for 
her Imperial nephew! He, poor fallen 
Majesty! had sunken down on his chair 
after signing the fatal paper, while a sud- 
den deadly paleness manifested itself on his 
countenance and a moment after he had 
dyed his robe and the carpet beneath him 
with his life blood. His Majesty's excite- 
ment had been too much for his weak 
health and it seemed that he had burst 
ons of his lesser blood vessels. Very 
kindly and gently the Empress Dowager 
herself attended to the Emperor aad,

Sho 
herself escorted the Emperor to his place 
of retreat called the Ying-t‘ai, and havin 
seen him securely confined within its hizh 
walls and the drawbridge once more 
brought over, her face resumed that hard 
inscrutable look usual to it, ax she and her 
numerous retinue returned to Peking. 
Al tho way from Peking to his prison, 
I heard the Emperor weeping at 
He was so utterly broken 
down and oppressed. Poor Majesty ! his: 
monnent subject amongst his 400 tuillion 
poople would have refused to exchange: 
places with him on that day. Many of us 
who escorted his Majesty dropped tears | 
of sympathy, and I peeped at the author | 
of all his evils to see how she took it. 
Her heart seemed to be of stone. Ther: 
hint set, stern look in her eyes but | 
not the least sign of softening. 

T can assure that the Empress 
Dowager had everything prepared tor the | 
crowning of the new Emperor on the Lat | 
day of the New Year (31st January), hut on 
tho 27th of the month the Tsungli Yanan 
handed to her Kin Lien-shan's memorial 
ing that ‘the Emperor be allowed t 
resume the reins of government, even in his 
iliness, for that wus the only way to satisfy | 
his Majenty's millions of aubjects through- 
out the Empire." 

“Oh, the rage of tho Empress Dowager 
when she read that obnoxious telegram ! 
Thave seon many of hor displays of temper 
and anger but none like this on 
surpansed oven her rage at Kans Yii-wei 
and his Reformers, We eunuchs and even 
the Prince of Li, who brought the telegram, 
wore simply territied and trembled lest her 
unger should fell on anyone present ! 
‘Who dare send such a telegram 7? at Inst 
came her question—‘ Kin Yuan-shan (Kin's 
official name) of Shanghai, and over 1» 
thousand othfra’ was the Prince of Li's re- 
ply. ‘Very well. We'll show them how we 
donl with traitors who cross our path,’ and 
Prince of Li’bucked out of the presence 
with a sonse of relief clearly depicted on his 
face. As a matter of fact. I really think 
if thie had been the only protest sent 
the Empress Dowager and her ndvisera 
would have tried to brazen it out and have 
ignored the telegram ; but unfortunately 
for their xchemes no less than fort 
protests of the same kind exme t 
one after the other, some a dozen in a day, 
until the Empress Dowager believed that 
there was really something in it and de- 
cided to defer her coup.—Mark me, not | 
gave up her intentions, but merely deferred 
them. 

“As & consequence Kin Lien-shan is 
praised sky-high ax x devoted patriot and 
nupporter of the Emperor by almost every- | 
one in Peking, always excepting tive | 
Empress Dowager, her advisers and their 
partisans; but on the other hand, 
these denounce Kin a the ringleader of | 
rebellion, and I may give a warning that! 
the Empress Dowager is determined to have | 
hin head even if it should cost her hxlf t 
Empire. There will he nothing left un- 
done in order to encompass her end, and I 
heard the Empress Dowager say recently 
to Prince Ching, who as Grand Chamoer-! 
Isin can enter the Palace at all hours of the 
day and night to see the Empress Dowager, * 
that ‘others of Kang Yii-wei and Kin’s. 
party inust also he put out of the way 
before either she or the new Emperor will 
be able to rule the empire quietly." Final- 
ly you may not know that, ever since the 
fateful, enforced abdication of the Em-

THE BOXERS OF CHIHLI 
PROVINCE.

Much has heen written ahout the doing:

He apparently trusted to his lucky star 
that the Boxers would not se any riots 
against the Christian ¥i his juris- 
di whereby he wonl trouble 
and censure from the Viceroy at Tientsin, 
Unfortunately this magistrate’s: star was 
anything but lucky for him, for no sooner 
had these Boxers got everything ready for 
taking the field than they “began to menace 
the safety of several Christian hamlets 
near by, which had long expected trouble 
and had repeatedly notified their dangerous 
condition to the district magistrate whose 
name, by the way, is Sieh, but in vain, 
At last when matters culmi 
decided attempt to storm a Christian village, 
the district magistrate wax compelled to 
appeal to Tientsin for help. ‘This news 
getting to the ears of the leaders of the 
Boxers, « strong party of them visited 
the magistrates yamén and demanded 
his apology and als» funds and supplies 
in aid of the holy cause. 

Although it appeared that the masis- 
trate had been notified of the proposed 
it and had collected by his side several 
petty military offices “who commanded 
patrols in the neighbourhood nf Hsinch'ény 
and had abont 100 of their soldiers, hesides 
én runners and thief-takers, 
whly cowed by the threatens 
ing aspect. of the Boxer leaders and their 50 
well-a . And though 
the military officers, despising the small 
numbers of the Boxers, were indignant at 
the cowardice of the magistrate and wished 
to arrest the daring enemy, the magistrate 
would not allow it and tried to parley 
with them. One of the condi 
ferred hy i 
granted their demand fors: 
Boxers should guarantee t 
ch'éng district free from all 
Tif other words, so long as Hsineh‘éng and 
its dependencies were left in peace the 
Boxers conld work their will on the 
Christians of other districts for aught our 
Magistrate cared. But the Boxer leaders 
evidently had their eyes on certain well-off 
Christians in their neighourhood and em- 
phatically refused to yield to the magis- 
trate’s demand. 

“In the meantime the Boxers in the 
yamén were being yradually and quietly 
wforced hy men from their village en- 
ampment until at last there were some 
400 of them well-equipped and armed in 
front of the yamén, Finding themselves 
now strong enough for every eventuality 
the leaders at once made it plain to the 
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magistrate that, if he was so ill-advised 
as to decline to give them funds and 
supplies, they would help thomaelves ot 
only by’ plundering his Honour and his 
yamén but also every shop and revidenee in 
the city worth sacking. 

“On bei exe terms the magis- 
trate looked at his military officers and the 
officers looked at him, for by this time, 

ng how matters stood, those valiant 
military officers were ot one-tenth as 
anxious to arrest the Boxer leaders as they 
had been an hour ago, Finally, thero 
being ‘no help for it,” as the magistrate 
puts it, the magistrate ordered a thousand 
bags of rice to be handed out of the city 
granary to the Boxers and a package of 
silver, as ‘drink money’ to the leaders. 
The later then asked how much silver 
the package contained and were told 

. 50.’ In a most matter-of-fact way the 
Chief of the Boxers called for a balance 
from the yamén account.nt's room, which 
heing bronght, revealed the fact that there 
was only Tis. 49.30 in the package! With 
a curse the Chief threw the opened package 
into the room where the parley was being 
held, and the broken pieces of silver 
rolled over the whole place, some of which 
getting to the line of Boxers in the 
rear of the jers were, of course, sur- 
reptitiously snatched up. ‘The maxistrate 
turned pale and ao did the military officers. 
‘What would you have then, my brave 
hero! (chang “shik)! was tho quavering 
question of the magistrate.—' Your life, 
if you aro not careful!’ was tho fierce 
and menacing reply of the Chief Boxer. 
‘Tf you thought that the drink money 
wo bestowed upon you was insufficient, why 
didn’t you say so, instead of throwing the 
money away in & manner so insulting to 
the generous henrt of his Honour? Name 
your requirements,’ sxid one of the military 
officers braver than the rest, ‘Four 
hundred taels and not a candareen less,’ was 
‘eply. * But," said the magistrate, ‘there 
such a sum in the whole yamén. How 
can T give what I have not?’ “Then 
you will have to come with us and take 
the risk,’ replied the Chief, at the same 
beckoning to one of his companions to 
bring up the rest of the Boxers into the 
room. 

“The magistrate groaned ; then signin, 
to his secretary, the man went to an inuer 
roomn aud brought wut without more ado 
seven packages of silver which were laid 
on the table which stood between tho 
officials and the Boxer lenders. ‘How 
much is that?" asked the Chief—‘ Tis, 350, 
which, with the money on the floor will 
make up the amount you demand,’ was the 
reply. ‘Bring out xnother package while 
you are about it, T intend the money on the 
floor as drink money, as you call it, for 
my men.’ No sooner had these words been 
spoken hy the Chief than there was a rush 
and a scramble, ant in an instant all the 
silver lying on’ the floor was snatched 
up by the Boxers who had followed tha'r 
leaders into the room. The latter then 
sarcastically bent one knee to the magistrate 
and grinned their thanks for ‘his Honour's 
generosity.’ 

‘The Chief then methodically weighed the 
ilver ina provokingly slow manner, compel- 
ling the magistrate to make yood the loss 
of weight in every package supposed to con- 
tain ‘fifty taels of good silver,’ after which 
with another sarcastic bend ‘of one knee 
the Borers slowly filed out of the room 
into the great courtyard, where they were 
joined by the bulk of their men, aud so on 
out of the city into the councty. As an 
instance of the contempt in which these 
Boxers hold the officials and troops, 
when they came out of the yamén they 
made no attempt to provide against attack 
or surprise en route, but joked and laughed 
with the people who lined the streets Tlend- 
ing to the city-gate. In contrast to this, 
assoon as the maxistrate found that the 
Boxers had completely left the city, he 
otdered the gates to be closed at orice, 
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commanded the walls to be mann 
min-t‘uan, or trained bands 
some 200 of them, and xcted generally 
if there were a state of siege. In other 
words ‘mending bis leaky roof, after 
disastrous storin of rain.’ Another urgent 
appeal for aid wax then sent to Viceroy” Yit 
Lu at Tientsin, and we hear that TLE 
intends to send General Ho of Tientsin 
here ‘to investigute.’ In the meantime 
the Boxers, encouraged by what ha 

have become more daring and audacious 
their nttacks on innocent men, while their 
numbers are being constantly’ augmented 
—all because of the cowardice of the ms 
daring, both civil and military.

The coming Convention in Fonchow 
hopes to do for the Chinese Christian 
Church what a home convention would 
do for the home church. Dr. Francis E. 
Clark, who will he the principal ins 
of the Convention, is ‘© The Father of 
Christian Endeavonr,” having founded the 
original society in the State of Maine, U.S. 
A. He isknown throughouthis own country 
as ‘Father Clark.” He is now holding 
National Convention in Japan, and from 
China will go to England to ‘attend the 
international Convention to he held next 
summer in Londen, We in Shanghai are 
more or less cut off from that spirit of 
altruism which in spite of occasional ap- 
perrances is characteristic of the age in ont 
home-lands, and we should nat neglect the 
opportunity soon to he ours of meeting the 
leader of probably the strongest oreaniza- 
tion which has for its object the nusture of 
this spiit.

ARREST OF KIN LIEN-SHAN.

We translate below a dispatch received 
ly members of the Reform Party here 
from friends at Macao concerning the 
arrest and trial of Mr. Kin Lienshan, 
the Reformer, and lately Manager of the 
Chinese Telegraphs here: 
Viceroy Li Hung-chang's emissary, 
Liu Hsié-hsun, whom three years ago eX: 
Viceroy Tan got permission from Peki 
to summarily decapitate for defrautin 
Government of Weising Lottery dues, 
arrived here on the 24th of February with 
dispatches from his patron to the Govérnor 
of Macao demanding the extradition of Kin 
Lien-shan on the charge of having defrau- 
ded the Shanghai Telegraph Administra. 
tion of several tens of thousands of tael 
‘This being a criminal charge the Portuguese 
authorities were comprlled to cwse the 
arrest of Mr. Kin and he was accordingly 
taken into custody on the following day 
(25th Feb.) The formal trial was to take 
place on the 28th of the month at the 
Barracks (Ping-fany) when Liu Hsid-hsun 
was expected to produce proofs of the 
alleged frauds, ete., under which Mr. Kin 
had been ostensibly charged. On the day 
in question Mr. Kin was provided hy the 
Portuguese auth th a four-bearer 
sedan-ehair in which he was 
mandarin. style from his plac of 
ment to the Court. When he arrived there 
‘Mr. Kin was accosted by high Portuguese 
officials, who told him that he had their 
sympathies ; that he wonld he treated with 
every courtesy and consideration, and that 
the authorities would do their hest to 
in his release, Wa feel cortain that 
Me. Kin and the Party he represents owe 
all this to the generosity of the various 
foreign newspapers of Hongkong and Shang- 
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hai, and also because Mrs. Archibald Little, 
the well-known President of the Natural 
Feet Society, most eloquently wrote to-the 
Portuynese officials pleadine for justice 
and kind treatment on behalt of our friend, 
on whose hb Jf also a large number of 
wealthy and distinguished friends of Re- 
form had also presented a. petition to the 
Portuguese Governor explaining the real 
reasons of Mr. Kin's persecution by the
